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A new non-coherent light-energy gererator, the Enertron, is said to be 
better than any laser for many sp::; commumication or ranging uses. Its 
energy conversion efficiency is ~“slmed to be equal to that of a magnetron 
(better than 50 percent). 


It can radiate 50 megalumen light pulses at 10 kc repetition rate. The 
Enertron, a multi-electrode, gas discharge tube immersed in a high viscosity 
iiquid, converts low average input power to very high output power. With a 
simple receiver consisting of a dime store lens, beer can, si-solar cell 

and a two transistor amplifier, the Enertron provided voice communication 
over 150 miles in a recent Navy test. It could prove to be a practical way 
of using radiation in the Ultra-violet, visible, or infra-red range for 
radar, communication and missile guidance, 
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The Boy Scout's World Bureau in Ottawa, Canada, now has its own amateur 
station. The call of this station is VE3WSB and it was opened on February 
22 of this year. Boy Scouts throughout the world are asked to try to make 
contact with it. .
